and  Warlingham  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1962  which  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  No.  I/63. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  report  that  for  the  third  year  in 
succession  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred.  Oral  vaccine  became 
available  early  in  the  year  and  this  has  replaced  the  Salk  vaccine, 
which  was  given  by  injection.  Oral  vaccine  not  only  gives  protection 
to  the  individual  but  also  prevents  the  carrier  state.  Poliomyelitis 
is  one  of  the  most  distressing  of  the  infectious  diseases  and  a tribute 
is  due  to  the  research  v;orkers  for  their  production  of  the  very  effective 
vaccines  which  have  brought  it  under  control. 

During  the  second  half  of  the  year  an  outbreak  of  epidemic 
vomiting  disease  occurred.  This  condition,  under  a variety  of  names, 
has  been  well  known  to  parents  of  young  children  and  general  practitioners 
for  many  years  but  the  prevalence  among  all  ages  during  this  outbreak  was 
exceptional. 

Bronchitis  has  continued  to  be  one  of  the  commonest  causes  of 
illness;  this  disease  is  commoner  in  England  than  in  other  countries  and 
the  cold  damp  weather  prevailing  in  this  country  is  almost  certainly  a 
factor.  Unfortimately,  we  cannot  do  much  about  the  climate  but  homes 
should  be  adequately  insulated  and  properly  guarded  gas  or  electric 
fires  should  be  installed  in  bedrooms. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  advice  and  support  and  the  staff 
of  the  Department  for  their  keen  co-operation  during  the  year.

CANCER. 


The  number  of  deaths  from  malignant  neoplasms  v;as  66;  of 
these  20fo  were  due  to  oancer  of  the  lung.  This  is  to  a large  extent  a 
preventable  condition  as  it  has  been  shown  to  be  associated  with  prolonged 
and  heavy  cigarette  smoking  and,  to  a lesser  extent,  atmospheric 
pollution. 


Throughout  1962  a great  deal  of  publicity  particularly  designed 
for  young  people  was  given,  both  nationally  and  locally,  to  cigarette 
smoking  as  being  the  major  cause  of  cancer  of  the  lung. 

Those  who  find  they  cannot  give  up  smoking  should  have  a yearly 
chest  X-ray  taken.  The  facilities  available  for  this  are  given  on  page  11 
of  this  report  and  anyone  over  l6  years  of  age  can  attend.  The  mental 
relief  of  a negative  diagnosis  is  very  considerable  but  if  some  chest 
condition  is  present,  treatment  at  an  early  stage  has  every  chance  of  being 
successful.

BRONCHITIS. 

There  were  17  deaths  from  this  disease,  11  males  and  6 females. 
Smoking  may  have  been  a factor  which  would  account  for  the  excess  of  male  over 
female  deaths  but  another  factor  which  would  account  for  the  exceptional 
prevalence  of  this  disease  in  England  is  the  combination  of  the  cold,  damp 
weather  prevailing  in  this  country  and  the  fact  that  English  bedrooms  are 
unheated  and  uninsulated.  Unfortunately,  vire  cannot  do  much  about  the  climate, 
but  homes  should  be  adequately  insulated,  and  properly  guarded  gas  or  electric 
fires  should  be  installed  in  bedrooms.  Bedroom  windows  should  be  kept  shut 
in  cold  weather,  especially  cold,  foggy  weather.  Under  these  conditions 
ventilation  into  the  hall  through  the  open  bedroom  door  is  quite  adequate. 


EPIDEMIC  VOMITINC  DISEASE. 

During  the  second  half  of  1962,  cases  of  epidemic  vomiting  disease 
became  increasingly  common.  It  is  not  notifiable,  but  52  cases  were  brought  to 
the  attention  of  this  Department  and  were  investigated. 

This  condition,  under  a variety  of  names,  is  well  known  to  parents  of 
young  children  and  general  practitioners.  In  the  winter  it  is  known  as  winter 
vomiting  disease.  The  condition  is  just  as  common,  however,  in  the  spring, 
summer  and  autumn  and  it  is  then  known  as  gastric  influenza  or  gastro-enteritis. 

It  usually  affects  children  in  infant  and  primary  schools  who  nay 
secondarily  infect  their  families,  although  it  also  occurs  in  secondary  schools 
and  among  adults. 

The  onset  is  sudden.  Typically,  a child  goes  to  bed  feeling  well 
and  wakes  up  in  the  early  hours  of  the  morning  vomiting.  Diarrhoea  usually 
follows.  Other  symptoms  occasionally  present  are  abdominal  pain,  prostration 
and  dizziness.  There  is  rarely  a temperature.  The  attack  usually  only  lasts 
for  a day  or  two  and  recovery  is  rapid. 

It  does  not  spread  like  dysentery  or  food  poisoning  and  the 
epidemiology  of  the  disease  suggests  that  it  is  airborne,  A school  outbreak 
is  preceded  by  several  cases  occurring  at  about  two  day  intervals,  the 
incubation  period  varying  from  37  to  60  hours,  and  children  who  go  home  for 
dinner  are  affected  as  often  as  those  who  have  dinner  at  school.  It  also 
spreads  among  children  who  are  grouped  together  rather  than  among  those  who 
eat  the  same  food.  Bacteriological  findings  are  negative  and  in  view  of  this 
the  condition  is  presumably  due  to  a virus,  but  no  virus  has  yot  been  grown 
from  one  of  these  cases  with  present  techniques.  One  attack  only  gives 
temporary  immunity  and  a school  can  have  a second  outbreak  the  following  tern. 

The  illness,  though  of  short  d\iration,  is  associated  with 
considerable  distress  and  if  the  child  is  at  the  same  time  suffering  from  some 
other  illness  it  can  have  a serious  effect.

DISEASES  AGAINST  WHICH  IMMUNISATION  IS  AVAILABLE. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 


I an  pleased  to  report  that  no  case  of  polionyelitis  occurred 
in  the  District  during  1962.  The  credit  for  this  must  go  to  the  Salk 
vaccine,  given  by  injection.  This  vaccine,  however,  has  one  fault;  it 
does  not  prevent  the  carrier  state.  The  Sabin  oral  vaccine  was 
introduced  in  February  1962  and  has  replaced  the  Salk  vaccine.  It  has 
the  great  advantage  that  it  does  prevent  the  carrier  state  and  is  being 
given  as  a booster  dose  to  children  who  have  previously  had  the  Salk 
vaccine. 


Since  the  inception  of  the  Scheme  in  1957>  43>826  persons  in 
the  South  Eastern  Division  of  Surrey  have  been  vaccinated  against 
poliomyelitis . 

In  the  County  of  Surrey  five  cases  occurred  in  1962  of  which 
number  only  two  were  paralytic.  Neither  of  these  children  had  been 
vaccinated  against  the  disease.  The  number  of  cases  of  poliomyelitis  in 
Surrey  has  fallen  dramatically  since  1955  as  shown  in  the  following  table, 
and  vaccination  played  a major  part  in  this:-

Whooping  Cou^h, 


The  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  was  seven*  Pour 
cases  were  removed  to  hospital,  tliree  of  them  being  children  in  a local 
L.C*C,  Residential  Ntrsery*  Immunisation  against  this  disease  was 
commenced  in  1932  and  the  average  incidence  has  fallen  since  then* 

Whooping  cough  is  one  of  the  most  serious  diseases  of  childhood 
and  mothers  appreciate  the  facilities  for  immunisation  which  are  available* 
As  whooping  cough  is  most  dangerous  in  the  first  year,  immunisation  should 
be  commenced  as  early  as  the  third  month  of  life*

The  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  per  1,000  of  the 
population  was  0*09,  compared  with  the  rate  of  0.06  for  England  and  Wales. 

Six  cases  pf  puliionary  and  four  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis 
were  notified*

Memorial  Hospital,  Brighton  Road,  Purley,  (Uplands  0177)  and  weekly 
sessions  are  held  as  under;— 

Monday  9*30  a,m»  to  12,30  p,m, 

Wednesday  2,00  p.m,  to  4*30  p.m* 

Friday  9«30  a.m,  to  12,30  p.m. 

Evening  sessions  are  held  on  the  1st  and  2nd  Wednesday  of 
each  month  between  5*30  and  7»0  p.m, 

B,C,G-,  immunisation  can  be  obtained  on  the  fourth  Thursday 
and  the  following  Saturday  in  each  month. 

The  Mobile  Chest  X-ray  Unit  visits  the  Council  Offices, 
Caterham  every  Tuesday  between  the  hours  of  4»15  p»m,  and  5*00  p.m, 
and  anyone  over  16  years  of  age  can  attend  for  X-ray  examination. 

Similar  X-ray  facilities  exist  also  at  the  Chest  Clinic  where  persons 
referred  by  their  private  doctors  can  attend  between  10  a.m,  and 
12.00  a,m,  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday  - no  appointment  is  necessary.

Smallpox. 


The  necessity  for  obtaining  and  maintaining  protection 
against  this  disease  has  been  stressed  by  the  outbreaks  that  have

Towards  the  end  of  1962  it  was  recomraended  that  primary  vaccination 
should  be  carried  out.  preferably  during  the  second  year,  as  recent  figures 
suggest  that  the  risk  of  serious  reaction  is  lowest  at  this  age.  Previously, 
it  had  been  normal  practice  to  vaccinate  babies  at  about  4 or  5 months  of  age. 


DISEASES  AGAINST  VjHICH  DiMUNISATION  IS  NOT  AVAILABLE. 

Scarlet  Fever. 


The  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  during  the  year  was 
three,  the  lowest  number  recorded  in  the  District.  Although  immunisation 
is  not  available  against  this  disease,  both  its  severity  and  incidence  rate 
have  fallen  in  recent  years. 


Measles. 


The  number  of  cases  of  measles  notified  was  70,  following  322  cases 
in  1961.  The  disease  was  of  a mild  type.  Seven  cases  were  reported  to  have 
been  admitted  to  hospital.  Local  outbreaks  of  measles  usually  occur  in 
alternate  years. 


Forty-nine  cases  of  the  mild  sonne  variety  of  dysentery  were 
notified,  compared  with  17  cases  in  I96I;  of  these  47  cases  occurred  in  St. 
Lawrence's  Hospital.  This  condition  is  highly  infectious.  Greater 
attention  by  everyone  to  personal  hygiene  and  to  cleanliness  in  the 
preparation  and  cooking  of  food  would  help  to  reduce  the  incidence  rate  of 
this  disease  throughout  the  country. 


Food  Poisoning. 


Seven  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  1962.  All  were  due  to 
salmonella  typhi -murium.  A family  outbreak,  probably  due  to  home-made 

sausage  rolls,  accounted  for  four  of  these  cases. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  water  supply  for  this  District  is  obtained  from  the 
East  Surrey  ¥/ater  Company  which  has  v\rorks  and  resources  in  neighbouring 
areas;  treatment  includes  softening  and  chlorination.  The  supply  was 
satisfactory  at  all  times  in  respect  of  quality  and  quantity. 

Systematic  sampling  of  water  going  into  supply,  for 
bacteriological  analysis,  is  undertaken  in  association  vdith  other  districts 
which  are  supplied  by  the  same  Company,  Four  samples  from  this  District 
were  submitted  for  examination  in  1962. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  East  Surrey  Water  Compaiy  supplied 
the  Department  with  monthly  reports  on  the  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examinations  of  treated  water.

The  evening  of  Boxing  Day  was  the  commencement  of  v;hat  proved  to  be  the 
coldest  weather  conditions  experienced  in  this  country  for  many  years.  Heavy 
falls  of  snow  totalling  up  to  24  inches  deep  were  recorded,  this  depth  being 
greatly  exceeded  where  the  snow  had  drifted.  These  extreme  conditions  continued 
until  the  end  of  February  19^3. 

The  cost  of  snow  clearing  and  the  use  of  salt  on  the  main  roads  of  the 
District  was  estimated  to  be  in  the  region  of  £15>000.  To  this  must  be  added  an 
amount  for  the  repair  of  many  roads  and  footpaths.

There  is  no  public  swimming  bath  in  the  District  but  members  of  the 
public  are  admitted,  on  payment,  to  a small  private  bath  run  by  a local 
organisation  for  the  benefit  of  its  members;  this  bath  is  also  used  by  several 
schools  in  the  neighbourhood  for  swimming  sessions  and  was  open  to  them  from  10th 
June  until  the  end  of  the  summer  tern.  In  addition,  there  are  two  baths  attached 
to  private  schools  in  the  District  and  a swimming  bath  owned  by  the  War  Department 
and  situated  in  the  Caterham  Barracks  v/hich  is  used  exteiisively  by  local  schools, 
Girl  Guides  and  Boy  Scouts,  and  other  local  organisations. 

Regular  visits  are  made  by  the  Coxmcil's  inspectors  to  these  baths  to 
ensure  that  they  are  satisfactorily  maintained  and  operated.  Chlorine  checks 
are  made  from  tine  to  time  and  sixteen  samples  taken  for  bacteriological 
analysis  during  the  course  of  the  year  were  up  to  standard.  All  baths  are 
provided  v/ith  continuous  filtration  and  automatic  chlorination  plant.

The  Caterham  and  Yvarlingham  Urban  District  consists  of  six 
villages,  of  which  four  are  adequately  sewered  and  one  partly  sewered, 
Y/cldingham  Village  is  not  sewered,  primarily  because  the  village  is 
spread  over  a wide  sparsely  populated  area  remote  from  existing  main 
sewers. 


The  village  of  Chaldon  does  not  present  so  great  a problem. 
It  is  partly  sewered  and  a sewerage  scheme  has  been  prepared  for  the 
remainder.  This  scheme  was  prepared  in  1952  and  was  amended  in  1953 
and  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  but  it 
was  not  proceeded  with  at  that  time  because  of  restriction  of  capital 
expenditure.  The  Council  have  now  included  the  Chaldon  Sewerage 
Scheme  in  a list  of  schemes  to  be  submitted  to  the  Minister  which  it 
is  proposed  to  carry  out  during  the  period  I963/66, 

A new  sewer  from  Purley  Corner  to  Varham  Road  is  under 
construction  and  is  expected  to  be  brought  into  use  within  the  next 
twc  years.

and  Warlingham  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  work  of 
the  Department  for  the  year,  made  memorable  by  the  decision  of  the 
Minister  to  exclude  our  Urban  District  from  the  Greater  London  area 
as  part  of  a larger  authority.  In  cosmic  terms,  it  would  appear 
that  our  orbit  in  the  lesser  constellation  of  Surrey  is  assured 
and  the  danger  of  becoming  a remote  satellite  to  some  larger  planet 
with  unknown  gravitational  effects  has  been  avoided 

This  will  at  least  ensure  that  the  machinery  of  local 
government  will  remain  conveniently  accessible  to  residents  in  the 
area,  the  continuance  of  the  present  close  liaison  between  departments 
and  the  preservation  of  the  close  and  agreeable  relationship  that 
normally  exists  as  betv/een  officer  and  resident,  a situation  peculiar 
to  smaller  organisations. 

As  in  the  previous  two  years,  no  changes  occurred  in  staff 
to  interrupt  the  work  of  the  department  and  members  of  the  staff  are 
again  to  be  thanked  for  the  assistance  given  in  the  production  of 
this  report.

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HOUSING- 


The  provision  of  housing  for  those  in  the  lovirer  income  group 
without  satisfactory  accommodation,  a pressing  and  growing  problem,  remains  a 
number  one  public  health  priority. 

Should  land  of  little  amenity  be  released  for  building  development 
in  the  future  as  a result  of  modifications  to  the  G-reen  Belt,  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  Minister  will  be  able  to  introduce  measures  to  regulate  the 
sale  and  disposal  of  land  becoming  available,  with  the  object  of  assisting 
local  authorities  to  meet  their  special  housing  needs.

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  wastage  rate  applying  to  the  run-down 
sections  of  Batts  Farm  and  Court  Farm  from  the  date  when  licensed  (20.4»6l) 
was  equivalent  to  27*9^  and  21.0%  respectively. 

An  additional  site  for  one  caravan  at  Church  Road,  Whyteleafe  was 
licensed  for  a temporary  period  of  one  year  as  indicated,  and  the  use  of  the 
temporary  site  at  Halliloo  Farm  became  unnecessary  with  the  removal  of  the 
particular  caravan  for  which  the  site  was  licensed. 

All  the  sites  were  reasonably  well  conducted  and  the  run-down 
conditions  imposed  on  the  Batts  Farm  site  were  effective  in  securing  the 
clearance  of  caravans  from  field  0.S.104  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
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The  progress  made  to  comply  with  the  site  licensing  conditions 
was  satisfactory,  apart  from  the  situation  at  two  small  sites  belonging  to 
one  owner  where  pressure  had  to  be  brought  to  bear  to  ensure  compliance. 

The  Minister  dismissed  the  outstanding  appeal  against  the  refusal 
of  planning  permission  for  the  permanent  use  as  a site  for  the  stationing  of 
41  caravans  on  the  existing  site  within  the  Green  Belt  at  Court  Farm, 

The  absence  of  visiting  gypsies,  didecoys  and  others  to  the  District 
indicated  there  was  no  need  to  consider  the  provision  of  sites  for  these  types 
of  van  dweller,  as  recommended  by  the  Minister, 


SCHOOLS. 


All  schools  are  provided  with  the  public  water  supply  and  a water 
carriage  system  of  drainage.

148  premises  were  visited  by  an  emptier  twelve  or  more  times  during 
the  year  and  the  cesspools  at  41  cf  these  premises  were  emptied  35  or  more 
times.  On  66  days  of  the  year  there  v;ere  more  than  30  applications  for 
emptying  awaiting  attention. 

The  table  for  1962  shows  the  usual  upward  trend  in  cesspool 
emptying  applying  to  the  unsewered  areas  of  Chaldon  and  Woldingham.  A 
considerable  reduction  in  cesspool  emptying  will  result  following  the 
implementation  of  the  main  drainage  scheme  for  Chaldon  when  the  Croydon  County 
Borough  Council  have  overcome  the  deficiencies  leading  to  the  surcharging  of 
their  sewers,  which  are  receiving  attention. 
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In  parts  of  Yvoldinghara  where  groxind  soakage  for  effluent  is 
satisfactory  the  provision  of  septic  tank  installations  instead  of  cesspools 
should  be  encouraged  in  an  endeavour  to  restrict  future  commitments  in 
respect  of  cesspool  emptying. 

The  availability  for  cesspool  emptying  of  one  or  other  of  the  two 
vehicles  normally  operated  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  on  gully  emptying 
helped  to  relieve  the  situation  during  peak  demands  for  emptying  and 
relatively  few  representations  regarding  delay  were  received. 


b.  Refuse  storage. 

Action  was  taken  to  secure  the  prevision  of  suitable  receptacles 
at  28  dwelling  houses  where  accommodation  for  refuse  was  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory  or  absent. 


c.  Disposal  and  collection  of  house  refuse. 

This  branch  of  public  cleansing  is  controlled  by  the  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  and  despite  the  continuing  laboxir  difficulties  the  normal 
weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  invariably  maintained  throughout 
the  District. 

Tipping  was  continued  at  the  Posterdown  site,  adjacent  to  the 
boxondary  with  G-odstone  Rxiral  District  Coxoncil,  and  the  Central  Electricity 
Board  supplied  the  primary  cover  in  the  form  of  fly  ash  which  was  spread 
over  the  refuse  and  compacted  by  an  angledozer.  Fly  ash  acts  as  a 
deterrent  to  infestation  by  vermin  and  the  dust  problem  associated  therewith 
was  kept  xmder  control  by  watering. 

A minor  infestation  of  rats,  however,  occxjrred  on  the  perimeter 
of  the  tip,  arising  from  a serious  infestation  at  adjacent  premises  in  the 
G-odstone  district;  the  infestation  was  dealt  with  in  collaboration  with 
an  officer  from  that  authority. 

One  complaint  only  was  received  dxiring  the  year  and  this  concerned 
the  dispersion  of  dust,  made  at  a time  when  the  watering  vehicle  was  on  its 
way  to  the  tip. 

The  available  space  for  further  tipping  at  the  Fosterdoxwn  site 
is  now  extremely  limited  and  difficulty  is  being  met  with  in  obtaining 
another  such  site  for  futxire  reqxiirements  due  to  planiaing  considerations 
and  objections  raised  to  any  form  of  tipping  xander  almost  any  circxomstances. 

The  main  bulk  of  refuse  is  bxjrnable  and  the  problems  associated 
with  present  day  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  may,  in  the  futxire, 
necessitate  some  inducement  being  given  to  occupiers  of  premises  to  install 
suitable  apparatus  for  the  incineration  of  combustible  refuse  on  the  site. 
Smokeless  incinerators  designed  to  comply  with  the  Clean  Air  Act  and 
sxiitable  for  installation  at  the  smaller  types  of  institutions,  schools, 
commercial  and  trade  premises  are  becoming  available  and  their  use  might 
well  be  encouraged  to  help  alleviate  the  situation.  Such  a method  of 
disposal  would  serve  to  keep  the  floors  and  yards  of  trade  premises  clear 
of  large  and  xinsightly  accximulations  of  rubbish  and  would  release 
available  space  for  more  acceptable  pxirposes,  in  particular  at  supermarkets 
and  multiple  shops.  Where  the  calorific  value  of  the  waste  is  high  an 
incinerator  may  have  a part  to  play  as  an  adjxinct  to  space  or  water  heating. 
This  method  of  disposal  by  incineration  on  the  site  could  be  extended  to 
office  blocks  and  blocks  of  flats,  and  the  time  may  yet  come  when  all 
occupiers  of  premises,  including  dwellings,  vifill  be  required  to  make  some 
such  prevision  for  the  smokeless  incineration  of  combustible  refuse  on  the 
premises. 
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SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Two  slaughterhouses  continued  to  operate  in  the  District  up  to  the 
end  of  1962,  including  one  unlicensed  slaughterhouse  belonging  to  the  South 
West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board  which  is  used  for  the  supply  of 
meat  to  the  Board's  hospitals. 

One  hundred  per  cent  neat  inspection  was  maintained  at  these 
slaughterhouses  and  meat  examined  and  meat  condemned  by  the  public  health 
inspectorate  at  these  premises  is  shown  in  the  following  table: -

Orders  were  made  during  the  year  by  the  Minister  of  Agricultiare^ 
Fisheries  and  Food  confirming  the  1st  January  I963  as  the  appointed  day 
terminating  the  period  allowed  to  operators  of  slaughterhouses  in  the  District 
to  conform  with  regulations  designed  to  secure  improvements  in  hygiene  and  the 
prevention  of  cruelty  to  animals. 

The  remaining  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  District,  operated  by 


Messrs  R.Rignall  & Sons  at  22  High  Street,  Caterham,  was  not  equipped 
or  adapted  to  comply  with  the  requisite  conditions  and  the  premises  were 
closed  down  at  the  end  of  December;  a proposal  to  build  new  slaughterhouse 
premises  nearby  on  the  same  site  did  not  materialise. 

The  Hospital  Board’s  premises  at  St.  Lawrence’s  are  not  affected 
as  transactions  involving  the  sale  of  meat  are  not  made.  The  Board  agreed, 
however,  to  bring  their  premises  and  equipment  up  to  an  acceptable  standard; 
a stunning  pen  has  already  been  provided  and  other  improvements  are  being 
carried  out. 

Licences  to  five  slaughtermen  to  slaughter  cattle,  sheep,  pigs  and 
goats  were  issued  for  1962;  the  humane  killer  specified  in  each  licence  was 
the  Captive  Bolt  Pistol.

In  addition  25  cwts  of  unmarketable  frozen  foodstuffs 
were  disposed  of  from  two  establishments  within  the 
Urban  District.

Disposal  of  Condemned  Food. 

Condemned  food  from  slaughterhouses  and  other  sources  is  largely 
disposed  of  by  incineration  under  supervision  by  a member  of  the  staff.  This 
obviates  the  need  for  supervising  the  sterilization  of  condemned  food  where  . 
released  for  animal  feeding  or  other  purposes  as  required  by  The  Meat  (Staining 
and  Sterilization)  Regulations, 
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Food  Complaints* 

Fifteen  complaints,  four  unjustified,  in  connection  with  the  sale 
of  food  from  local  establishments  were  investigated.  Four  of  these  were 
concerned  with  the  sale  of  food  involving  pies,  crumpets  and  a cake  affected 
by  moulds,  resulting  from  failure  on  the  part  of  distributors  to  secure  the 
satisfactory  handling  or  rotation  of  stock.  It  has  been  found  that  a 
warning  in  such  cases  is  all  that  is  necessary  to  ensure  that  any  such  omission 
is  rectified. 

One  complaint  was  received  regarding  taint  to  mineral  water.  It 
was  found  to  be  due  to  the  absorption  of  paraffin  from  the  washer  of  a screw- 
top  stopper  previously  used  with  a bottle  for  containing  paraffin.  The 
normal  washing  processes  of  a manufacturer  cannot  cope  with  this  type  of 
contamination  and  the  firm  concerned  in  this  case  were  seeking  to  eliminate 
the  rubber  washer  by  employing  a polythene  stopper. 

The  misuse  of  food  containers  by  the  public  has  in  the  past  given 
rise  to  injury  and  death  as  v^ell  as  to  complaints,  and  producers  of 
proprietary  drinks  have  taken  steps  to  make  it  known  that  it  is  an  offence 
under  the  Merchandise  Marks  Acts  for  any  person  to  sell  any  product  in  a 
returnable  branded  container  other  than  that  originally  supplied  by  them. 

This  safeguards  the  situation  where  a shopkeeper  might  be  asked  to  supply 
paraffin,  cleaning  fluid  etc.  in  a branded  container,  but,  unfortimately,  there 
is  nothing  to  discourage  householders  from  making  private  use  of  such 
containers  for  their  own  purposes. 

The  remainder  of  the  complaints  were  of  a comparatively  minor  natijre 
but  every  endeavour  was  made  to  give  satisfaction  to  those  affected. 


Milk. 


Fifteen  distributors  are  registered  under  The  Milk  and  Dairies 
(G-eneral)  Regulations,  1959>  as  selling  milk  at  or  from  18  premises  within  the 
District. 


One  vendor  retails  raw  tuberculin  tested  milk  produced  at  a local 
farm  under  the  supervision  of  the  Ministry  of  Agricult\Jire,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

Regular  inspections  of  milk  premises  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

A warning  was  issued  to  a local  dealer  concerning  the  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  a vehicle  used  for  the  distribution  of  milk  and  no  further  action 
was  found  to  be  necessary. 


Licences.

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The  Methylene  Blue^Test  is  not  undertaken  if  the  atmospheric 
shade  temperature  exceeds  70  P and  for  this  reason  six  samples  submitted 
in  August  were  declared  void.  No  apparent  reason  was  ascertained  for 
the  failxire  of  the  one  sample  to  pass  the  appropriate  test  but  the  samples 
taken  subsequently  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


Ice-cream, 


Pour  additional  certificates  of  registration  were  issued  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  there  were  85  premises  in  the  Urban  District  registered 
for  the  sale  of  ice-cream,  including  two  premises  also  registered  for  the 
manufacture  of  this  commodity.  One  of  the  premises  registered  was  a petrol 
filling  station,  selling  ice-cream  from  a specially  designed  unit  for  garage 
installation.  The  sale  of  food  from  such  premises  is  not  a development  to 
be  welcomed  although  the  circumstances  in  this  case  precluded  any  apparent 
grounds  for  objection  to  registration. 

The  re-introduction  of  soft  ice-cream,  which  can  be  manufactured 
and  dispensed  from  small  automatic  installations  on  shop  premises  or  from 
vehicles,  will  necessitate  greater  attention  being  given  to  the  observance 
of  a strict  code  of  hygiene  in  connection  with  the  handling  and  sterilisation 
of  equipment  by  the  operatoro. 

Ten  samples  were  taken  and  examined  for  cleanliness  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service;  all  were  classified  G-rade  1,  One  ice-cream  and 
five  'dairy'  ice-cream  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  and  all 
proved  to  be  genuine. 

Ice-cream  must  contain  not  less  than  5^  fat  and  7"^  solids  and 
where  prefixed  by  the  word  'dairy'  the  5^  fat  content  must  be  derived  from 
milk.

Adulteration  of  food  is  now  a rare  occurrence  and  the  above 
irregularities  were  mainly  confined  to  misleading  descriptions  or  labelling 
omissions . 

One  particular  article,  advertised  as  a sliraming  food,  inferring  that  a special 
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sugar  was  employed,  was  found  to  consist  of  a mixture  of  99^  ordinary  sugar 
and  soluble  saccharin.  The  manufacturers  concerned  were  required  to 
take  steps  to  eliminate  the  misleading  description  applied. 

In  seven  other  cases  either  the  full  list  of  ingredients  used  was 
not  declared  on  the  label  or  generic  terms  instead  of  specific  terms  were 
used  in  describing  one  or  more  of  the  ingredients.  In  all  such  cases 
assurances  were  obtained  that  steps  would  be  taken  to  secure  the  necessary 
revision  of  the  labels. 

These  labelling  shortcomings,  applying  to  both  home  and  foreign 
products,  appear  to  be  on  the  increase  and  imply  either  lack  of  knowledge 
or  care  on  the  part  of  the  exporters,  importers,  packers  and  distributors 
concerned  when  drafting  labels,  or  difficulties  associated  with  the 
procuring  of  information,  advice  and  guidance  which  would  enable  them  to  be 
reasonably  sure  of  complying  with  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  orders  made 
thereunder. 

Food  and  Drugs  Authorities  and  the  trade  would  be  spared  much 
trouble,  time  and  expense  in  pursuing  and  rectifying  such  matters  if  a 
central  body,  official  or  otherwise,  was  established  to  act  as  a clearing 
house  for  the  general  approval  of  labelling  declarations.  On  occasions 
it  has  been  found  that  more  than  one  authority  is  engaged  in  dealing  with 
the  same  contravention.

Pood  premises  accounted  for  701  visits. 

Sixteen  club  premises  were  inspected  under  the  Licensing  Act,  1961 
following  applications  for  registration  to  the  magisti'ates  to  permit 
intoxicating  liquor  to  be  supplied  on  the  premises. 

The  managements  concerned  were  disposed  to  comply  with  the  relevant 
conditions  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  and  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  bring 
their  premises  up  to  the  standard  applicable  to  licensed  premises  and  no 
objections  were  raised  by  the  Council  to  the  applications  before  the 
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magistrates  in  connection  with  matters  concerning  the  organisation, 
conduct  and  suitability  of  the  clubs. 


Progress  continues  to  be  made  in  connection  with  improved  facilities 
at  licensed  premises  and  attention  has  been  directed  to  the  provision  of 
sanitary  accommodation  readily  accessible  from  within  the  building,  tending  to 
facilitate  cleansing,  the  elimination  of  frost  damage  and  damage  resulting  from 
vandalism  such  as  occurs  at  the  public  conveniences  provided  by  the  Council. 

The  standard  of  hygiene  observed  at  food  premises  in  the  District  was 
on  the  whole  satisfactory  and  only  in  one  case  was  it  necessary  to  consider 
enforcement  action  xinder  the  Food  f^ygiene  (G-cneral)  Regulations,  I960.  The 
premises  affected  was  a roadside  cafe'  at  Warlingham  where  a gradual  deterioration 
in  the  conduct  and  condition  of  the  premises  had  taken  place  over  a period  of 
time  coincident  with  a decline  in  business.  Despite  repeated  warnings,  the 
proprietor  made  no  serious  attempt  to  maintain  and  keep  the  premises  and  equip- 
ment in  a satisfactory  state  of  cleanliness  and  repair  but  under  threat  of 
Court  action,  however,  he  quickly  resolved  the  situation  by  electing  to  close 
down  the  premises,  on  which  he  had  a lease  of  about  four  years  to  run.

CLEAN  AIR. 

Two  notifications  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  of  proposals 
to  install  furnaces  exceeding  a rating  of  55,000  L.T.U's  were  received. 
No  applications  for  prior  approval  were  made  or  considered. 

Nine  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  which  were 
generally  of  a minor  and  somewhat  irrelevant  nature. 


NOISE  ABiiTEMENT  ACT,  I960. 


The  Act  defines  noise  as  a nuisance  that  nay  be  dealt  with 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

The  susceptibilities  of  local  residents  to  noise  were  amply 
tested  by  two  events  held  during  the  course  of  the  year,  with  decided 
repercussions. 

The  first  was  associated  with  the  holding  of  a motor  cycle 
meeting,  advertised  as  "North  v South  Championship  Scramble",  on  a Sunday 
afternoon  in  an  outlying  residential  area  in  the  District.  About  a hundred 
competitors  took  part  in  the  various  heats  and  it  was  estimated  that  9^000 
spectators,  with  2,000  cars  and  motor  cycles,  were  attracted  to  the  site. 

From  12  noon  until  5 p.m.  the  neighbourhood  resounded  and  reverberated  to 
shattering  staccato  detonations  arising  from  highly-tuned,  unsilenced  motor 
cycle  engines,  fortified  by  a public  address  system  which  kept  the 
spectators  informed  of  the  progress  of  the  competitors  at  various  points 
around  the  course. 

It  was  announced  beforehand  that  further  meetings  would  be  arranged 
on  the  site  if  that  particular  one  proved  successful. 

The  reaction  by  numerous  residents  to  this  meeting  was 
instantaneous  and  just  as  shattering,  and  it  was  understandable  that  although 
this  leg  of  the  champi.onship  was  won  by  the  South  this  is  no  way  affected 
the  determinaticn  of  the  residents,  supported  by  the  Noise  Abatement  Society, 
to  bring  pressure  to  bear  on  the  Council  to  suppress  a repetition  of  this 
form  of  entertainment. 

The  Noise  Abatement  Act  is  not  an  instrument  capable  of  being 
effectively  employed  to  deal  with  occasional  or  transitory  noise  and 
supposing  action  was  possible  under  the  Act  this  may  have  led  to  the 
continued  use  of  the  site  with  a reduction  in  noise  level,  or  continuation 
invited  by  the  minor  penalties  prescribed  for  nuisance  offences. 

The  situation  was  resolved  by  a direction  made  by  the  Council, 
confirmed  by  the  Minister  under  the  General  Development  Order,  1950,  which 
precluded  further  use  of  the  site  in  the  absence  of  specific  planning 
permission. 

The  second  event  was  concerned  with  the  visit  of  a fair  of 
somewhat  larger  dimensions  than  usual,  operating  from  an  approved  site 
in  an  area  mainly  residential.  The  operator  was  disposed  to  advertise 
its  presence  over  a wide  area  in  loud,  distorted  and  strident  musical 
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terms,  by  overloading  the  amplifier  serving  the  loud  speaker  system. 

It  might  be  assumed,  from  the  reactions  that  followed,  that  the 
resultant  noise  far  outdid  anything  that  King  Solomon  was  able  to  accomplish 
with  fanfares  from  primitive  musical  instruments,  attendant  upon  the  arrival 
at  his  Court  of  the  Queen  of  Sheba  J 

The  cries  from  residents  for  relative  peace  did  not  go  unanswered 
and  in  this  particular  instance  the  wrath  of  the  populace  was  alleviated 
by  direct  intervention  on  the  part  of  one  or  more  of  their  elected 
representatives.  The  site  comes  under  the  control  of  the  Council  and  control 
measures  to  obviate  further  complaints  were  cuntemvlated. 

Complaints  were  also  received  regarding  the  emanation  of  a high- 
pitched  hum  following  the  installation  by  a statutory  undertaking  of  two 
high-voltage  transformers  in  Caterham  adjacent  to  British  Railway  premises. 

The  Electricity  Board,  although  exempted  from  compliance  with  noise  provisions, 
acknowledged  the  situation  and  undertook  to  carry  out  adequate  screening  and 
sound-proofing  of  the  apparatus. 

Eight  other  complaints  regarding  noise  were  received  during  the  year 
which  were  of  no  great  importance  or  significance.

The  policy  of  giving  advice  when  called  for  on  the  treatment  of 

infestations  was  pursued  again  in  1962  and  action  by  the  Department  was 

reserved  for  those  cases  which  presented  \indue  difficulty  or  where  members 
of  the  general  public  were  seriously  inconvenienced. 

57  nests  were  reported  during  the  year,  of  which  four  occurring 
in  public  places  were  treated  by  the  staff  of  the  Department. 

A private  individual  operates  in  the  District  and  undertakes 
work  of  this  nature  on  pa5rment  of  a fee  but  it  is  understood  that  his 

services  are  given  free  to  old  age  pensioners  who  are  unable  to  afford  to 

pay  for  treatment. 
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
